20-3-35 one Zung Zang Hai Seaca) 
employed as a cook at No. 184 Yates Road cnme to the 
station and reported that a bomb had been found in his 
employer's garden at 8 aeme 20-35-55. 

From enquiries m-de by the undersigned, CeDeS.66
